C a ndidate’s Associates 
Angered by Gov. 
Sm ith’s Tactics. 


LORAIN, O., Sept. £4. — For­ 
mal indorsement of the presiden­ 
tial candidacy of H erbert Hoover, 
and opposition to Gov. Smith, were 
recorded by the N ortheast Ohio 
Methodist Episcopal church con­ 
ference in a resolution adopted 
by the approximately 500 pastor* 
iu attendance. 
There were only 
two dissenting votes, according to 
reports. 


Plans for a campaign in behalf of 
the proposed city hall and fire station 
bond issues, which will be submitted 
to the electorate at the general elec­ 
tion on Tuesday, November 6. will be 
mapped out within the next week, 
councilmen said today. 
The legislator* have submitted sep­ 
arate proposal* on the two suggested 
improvements. 
One calls for a $160,- 
OOO bond issue to erect a city hall,, 
which wili house the municipal court, 
police department, council chamber 
and offices for the mayor, auditor, 
treasurer and other city officials and 
water works and health departments. 
The other proposition provides for a 
$40,000 bond issue for a new down­ 
town fire station. 
If the bond issues are approved, 
the city hall will be erected on the 
city lot in Sixth street, while the fire 
station will be placed on the Broad- 
way-St. Clair avenue site of the pres­ 
ent station. 
A proposed $225,000 bond Issue for 
combined city hall and fire station 
received a majority of votes two years 
a go, but lacked IOO of the n ecessary 
55 per cent.

GARDEN PRODUCE 
UNHURT BY FROST

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24—In keep­ 
ing with his purpose to conduct an af­ 
firmative campaign. H erbert Hoover 
will make a public address during Oc­ 
tober on the subject of governmental 
regulation of w ater and public utili­ 
ties, it was reported reliably here to­ 
day at bis headquarters. 
The 
Republican 
nominee 
will 
“speak his mind” on this issue, it was 
said, because he feels the public has 
a right to know his views and not in 
any sense as a reply to the attack ti 
Governor AlflW E. Smith, hi* Dom* 
cnitjc rival. Hoover will maintain bm 
stand that hi* campaign must be con­ 
ducted on a constructive basis, abso­ 
lutely devoid af* personalities. 
For 
this reason, he will make no reply now 
to Smith’s Denver speech. 
Hoover's associates, however, were 
angered by Governor Smith’s tactics. 
“Give Lie" To Whisper. 
“Governor Smith is living in a glass 
house.” said one Hoover leader. 
“He 
attacks Hoover because two govern­ 
ment employes, much underpaid, 
ac­ 
cepted more lucrative posts in private 
business. The governor would do well 
to tell the people why he named a di­ 
rector of the General Motors company 
as his campaign manager aud why the 
chairman of the board of the General 
Electric company and the president of 
the 
Montana 
Power 
company 
are 
among the heaviest 
contributors to 
his campaign fund. 
These two con­ 
cerns are the heart and soul of 
the 
power trust.” 
The 
Hoover 
leaders 
meanwhile 
“gave the lie” to one of the whispers 
being circulated against the Republi­ 
can nominee, after Senator William C. 
Bruce (D.) of Maryland gave it pub­ 
licity 
in 
a 
speech Saturday night. 
Bruce said he heard that Hoover and 
Clarence Barrow has had “numerous 
drinks of liquor” together. 
“Drinking” Story Denied. 
“Senator Bruce is simply giving cir­ 
culation 
to 
slander," commented 
George A k eto n , 
Hoover’s assistant. 
“ Mr. Hoover does not know Mr. Bar­ 
row and it is a falsehood to say they 
had drinks together.” 
With Darrow also issuing a denial 
of the charge, it was said at Hoover’s 
headquarter* 
that 
the 
Republican 
nominee has not touched liquor since 
the Prohibition lawr went into effect. 
As explained six weeks ago the Inter­ 
national News Service, Hoover is a 
personal dry and Mrs. Hoover a life­ 
long ardent prohibitionist. 
Chairman Hubert Work meanwhile 
issued a statem ent attacking Smith 
for his Denver speech. Work declared 
Smith gave a “public exhibit of his fa­ 
cility to distort, misrepresent and re­ 
verse 
the 
meaning of public state­ 
ments made by Mr. Hoover through 
deleting 
and 
lifting 
and 
isolating 
phrases from the context.”
